CHOP of our AMATEUR RADIO NETS. He will be the focal point 
in handling Net News, Schedules and matters pertaining to our 
net system/s. 


CHAPTER NEWS will be handled by Phyllis Stevenson (V.P. Chap- 
ters) when she returns from an extended trip to the South 
Seas. During the meantime, our Assistant Editor FRED ROSE- 
BURY will handle this material. 


Later we also included CHAPTER officials in our mailings to 
keep them informed about members joining, moving or becoming 
Silent Keys - so they could correct their records and update 
Society news. 


The SKIPPER'S LOG - usually 2 to 12 pages were reduced from a 
matrix, run off on Xerox and then mailed weekly or periodic- 
ally to Chapter and Net officials. 


We also used these Xerox masters to reprint material from the 
Skipper's Lag in the INTERCOM Section of the JOURNAL - such 
as "The Glass Arm", "Static Room" "Intercom A & B" issues etc. 


Changes in format is being made for the following primary rea- 
sons:
